visiting our shores and telling us that 
the deb t can never b e paid in gold, 
b ecause the Fnited States already 
b us nu^t of the world’s gold supply. 
Sir Charles Iligham is the 
latest, 
•‘authority” to give u- expert advice. 
“ England”, says lie, ‘‘can never pay 
her deb t to t hi - country 
in 
gold, 
since more than half the gold in the 
world i- i»i ihis country, where it lie- 
in b anks molding, not working/’ 


Of course England could not pay 
the entire deb t at onee in gold, b ut 
during the (12 years she is given to 
-ettle the deb t the natural flow of 
trade will -end a constant stream of 
gold to London that will b e -utlieient 
to liquidate the 
ob ligation 
many 
times over. The intimation b y Sir 
C’harie- that our gold i- doing us no 
good, hut is merely “ molding” in the 
b anks, is a wicked lib el calculated 
to arouse the emotion- of the uni­ 
formed.

merely because tlie amatuer world 
has never seen the advantage of in­ 
tensifying the s|»ort to the degree of 
perfection which professional run­ 
ners have attained. 
In England, Australia and South 
Africa running is a profession no 
less than boxing in this 
countrV. 
Athletes run for the purse at the end 
and when that 
purse 
amounts to thousands it is 
small 
wonder that no expense is spared or 
detail of training overlooked. 
A runner may spend months 
of 
training and go thousand of miles 
to compete in a race which will be 
over in -econds.

Washington, Feb. 23.—A change in 
the date of inaugurating new presi­ 
dents and convening newly elected 
congresses was brought a step nearer 
today when the house elections com­ 
mittee favorably reported the Nor­ 
ris resolution in virtually the same 
form as passed by the senate. 
The resolution submits a consti­ 
tutional amendment to the 
states, 
fixing the new date as the first Alon- 
day in January instead of March 4 
for the inauguration and flu* 
first 
Monday in December for the recon­ 
vening of congress. 
The principal change 
eliminates 
an ambiguity in language which might 
have allowed the country t o have t wo 
presidents from January to Alarch.
